Four of the 
men who were killed died instantly at the working face of 
the seam they were cutting, while the fifth was able to crawl 


away from the scene of the explosion for about 1,000 feet.

are fired to loosen coal for the 
miners coming on shift, and 
although no explanation of the ex- 
plosion is yet available, it is 
thought that one of the “shots” | 
may have “exploded prematurely, 
Setiing off the others. 

The strike occurred on the eve 
of a strike, said to have been 
called for April 1. 

At the time of the accident Dr 
J. W, Bridge of Edson was mak- 
ing his weekly visit at the mine, 


| and with nurse Harriet North of 


Hinton, he immediately organized 
emergency hospitel accommodation 
over the drug store here. Later 
Dr. M. E. Tiffin of Edson and 
Nurse Geraldine Cashman of Ed- 
son arrived and nurses and doc- 
tors worked the night through 
attending to the injured. 


According to eye-witnesses of 
the rescue work, Fire Boss Wil- 
liam Aitken was the hero of the 
explosion.

Of the $42,000,000 plus shown as a 

deficit, more than $10,000,000 came back 


into the public treasuries, federal, provin- 
cial and municipal, as taxes; leaving $32,- 
000,000 as the net cost to the taxpayers of 
maintaining the system. 
During the year 70,471 persons were 
_ employed by the Railways; or from 250,- 
tu 300,000 people drew their living from 
this source. A total of $117,804,769 was 


distributed as wages to the employees. In 
addition, $20,874,664 was paid out for new 
equipment, which helped to keep wheels 
turning in industrial establishments, and 
men engaged in producing materials from 
which the equipment was constructed. 

In face of the well-known conditions 
adversely affecting traffic, this showing 
is by no means bad, and cannot be disap- 
pointing to anyone who has given atten- 
tion to railway experience in the United 
States in recent years, where traffic con- 
ditions were decidedly better until the “re- 


| cession” of last fall. 


Against the $32,000,000 net shortage 
in. revenue, the publicly-owned railway 
system is being maintained at efficiency 
standard, is giving competitive service 
throughout the country and in a good part 
of it the only railway service available, is 
providing employment for great numbers 
who would otherwise be idle, and is direct- 
ly and indirectly distributing money for 
wages and materials to the amount of 
nearly $200,000,000 a year. As for the 
revenue shortage, a 20 per cent increase in 
traffic would take care of that.

Current Comment 
A Tupper Memorial 


It has been a source ef regret to many ad- 
mirers of Sir Charles Tupper that, among the 
statues on Parliament Mill at Ottawa, there is 
none of this vigorous old stutesman and Father 
of Confederation. ; 

Canada owes a good deai to Sir Charles Tup- 
per. His energy and driving force were very 
largely responsible for bringing Confederation 
down out of the realm of ideas into the realm of 
actualities. It was his courage and resource and 
sober common sense that saved the Canadian 
Pacific from collapse in the difficult days of the 
early eighties. He might have claimed a prom- 
inent place in the first Dominion cabinet, but 
generously effaced himself in the interests of 
unity and to save Sir John Macdonald embar- 
rassment. 

He was the logical successor to Sir John in 
the Conservative leadership, but he was abroad 
when the old chieftain died, and three other 
prime ministers intervened before he finally 
succeeded. Then it was too late 

Sir Charles’ last election was fought in Cape 
Breton in 1900, his successful opponent being 
Alexander Johnson, for many years deputy min- 
ister of marine and fisheries at Ottawa. Now 
Mr. Johnson is the moving spirit behind a pro- 
posal to honor Sir Charles with a memorial on, 
Parliament Hill. Sir Wilfrid Laurier, as the 
St. John Telegraph-Journa! reminds us, once 
spoke of Mr. Johnson gs a “greater Grit than 
1.” If so great a Grit can get behind a movement 
to honor his one-time opponent, no Canadian 
need hesitate to help. Sir Charles was one of 
our greatest statesmen.—Vaxcouver Province. 


“Keep Out!” 
By RAYMOND B., FOSDICK 

President of the Rockefeller Foundation 
From the beginning of its activities twenty- 
five years ago the Foundation has been guided 
by the objective written into its charter: “The 
well-being of mankind throughout the world.” 
In accordance with this purpose the aim of the 


trustees has been to maintain the work of thee 


Foundation on an international plane without 
consideration of flags or political doctrines or 
creeds or sects. Particularly in a program based 
on the advanccment of knowledge it is im- 
perative to disregard the geographical bound- 
aries which arbitrarily and often unhappily 
divide the earth into a patchwork of senseless 
antagonisms. For in the last analysis knowledge 
cannot be nationalized. No successful embargoes 
can be maintained against the export or import 
of ideas. Whether new conceptions in atomic 
physics come from Copenhagen or from Cam- 


“ bridge, England; whether the cure for cancer 


is developed in New Haven or in Berlin; whether 
it is a Russian or an Italian or an American who 
takes the next step forward in mankind’s 
struggle with virus diseases—we are all of us, 
under whatever flag, the joint beneficiaries of 
the intellectual property of the race. In all the 
clash of competing nationalisms there is here 
an underlying principle of unity; the single aim 
and language of science in the discovery of 
truth. It is this principle which challenges the 
twentieth century with the conception of 
civilization as a co-operative achievement and 
with the ideal of intellectual capital as an inter- 
tional possession 

A foundation, however, whose aim is to assist 
pushing out the boundaries of knowledge 
t necessarily work wherever the best tools 
be found. In its search for high talent and 
promising opportunities it must assume that 
frontiers are not the forbidding barriers they 
pretend to be. 

This ideal which for more than two decades 
The Rockefeller Foundation has consistently 
attempted to follow has recent years en- 
countered serious difficulties. And these diffi- 
culties are increasing. Objective’ scholarship is 
possible only where the thought is free—-and 
freedom can exist only where there is tolerance, 
where there are no “Keep Out” signs 
the inquisitive and questioning mind

rested research cannot survive in an 
sphere of compulsion and ression. It 
withers under the efforts of governments to im- 


pose uniform ideologies and to circumscribe in 
the interests of a dominant regime the area of 
intellectual liberty. Particularly in the broad 
range of subjects covered by the social sciences, 
and in the humanities as well, the world has re- 
cently witnessed in several countries the pro- 
gressive disintegration of creative scholarship. 

This phenomenon has naturally affected the 
program of the Foundation. In some fields it is 
now profitless to go where we formerly went. 
We find ourselves stopped at some frontiers—-not 
because frontiers have any greater geo- 
graphical significance than they had a few years 
ago, but because behind them search for 
truth by eager and skeptical minds has been 
made impossible

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


The green peas with which we are eo familiar 
are an important member of the legume family. 
They were originally a native of. Southern 
Europe and Asia and have probably been used 
for food in the Orient for thousands of years. 
Even in Europe, they were cultivated before the 
Christian Era, These seeds are reported to have 
been found in the lake dwellings of Switzerland, 
showing that they were used as a food during 
the Bronze Age. 

This hardy annual is found in two main types: 
One with a wrinkled seed and one with a smooth, 
round contour. While the plants are waually 
grown for seeds, there are several varieties with 
thick green edible pods, which may be eaten very 
much as we eat string beans, which are exten- 
sively used in Europe, but have not been so well 
introduced into North America. The vines in the 
different varieties may vary from 12 inches to 
12 feet in length. 

The average shelled green pea contains about 
74 per cent water, 7 per cent protein, and 16 per 
cent carbohydrate. The mineral content includes 
potassium, sodium, calcium, magnesium, phos- 
phorous and sulphur. The dried peas contain 
a much smaller amount of water and more pro- 
tein and starch than the green fresh pea. 

The fresh peas are especially valuable be- 
cause of the vitamins A, Bl and C. The dried 
peas are listed as good sources of vitamin B2. 
Canned peas may be used with good results in 
districts where fresh vegetables are not obtain- 
They are also one of the leading sellers 
even in districts where there are plenty of the 
fresh vegetables because of convenience. 

The very small green peas may be classed 
with the non-starchy vegetables, although as 
the peas mature they contain a large amount of 
starch. The dried peas are frequently used in 
the preparation of soups. 

Here are # few recipes which you may find of 
interest: 

French Style Peas 

Wash one head of lettuce, drain thoroughly, 
and chop into small pieces. Add 1 cup of water 
and 2 pounds of peas, weighed before shelling. 
Cover and simmer for 30 minutes. If canned 
peas are used, the lettuce should be cooked for 
15 minutes before adding the peas. When cook- 
ed, remove from the fire, add butter and season- 
ing, and serve. 

Peas With Vegetables 

Ciean and dice 6 new potatoes, 1 bunch of 
carrots, and 2 turnips. Cook for 20 minutes and 
add 1 can of peas. If fresh peas are used, shell 
2 pounds and add at the beginning. Cook until 
the carrots are tender. Add butter and serve. 
Peas In Turnip Cups 

Ciean, remove tops and boil large turnips for 
about 15 minutes. Remove a slice from the top 
and scoop out the interior, leaving a shell with 
a flat surface on the botiom so that it will stand 
on end. Fill with a mixture of equal parts of 
canned peas and chopped button mushrooms. 
Place an olive on top, bake until a fork penetrates 
the turnip shell readily, and serve hot. 
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Questions And Answers 


QUESTION: L. L. writes: “Will you please 
tell me just where the liver is located and what 
holds it in place?” 

ANSWER: The liver is located in the upper 
portion of the abdomen just below the dia- 
phragm. About four-fifths of the liver is on the 
right, and one-fifth on the left side. The liver 
rests upon various abdominal organs, such as the 
kidneys, intestines and stomach. It is also sup- 
ported by five strong ligaments. The gall bladder 
is attached to the lower surface. 

QUESTION: J. L. asks: “Could a boil cause 
auto-intoxication and a poisoning of one’s 
system?” 

ANSWER: Strictly speaking, a boil is an 
acute inflammation affecting a limited area of 
the skin surface, due to the invasion of staphy- 
lococci. In some cases, a boil is accompanied by 
constitutional symptoms and when these 
systemic affects are present, it is correct to say 
that “the boil has poisoned one’s system.” By 
the term auto-intoxication is generally meant a 
form of self-poisoning arising principally from 
toxic material absorbed from the intestinal tract. 
The absorption may result from sluggish elim- 
ination or from inflammation of the colon, which 
encourages the mucous membrane which lines 
this organ to absorb toxins more readily. In this 
sense a boil does not cause auto-intoxication. 
However, auto-intoxication is one of the chief 
causes of lowering the resistance to infection and 
‘must therefore be considered one of the funda- 
mental causes of boils. Instead of saying that 
the boil causes the auto-intoxication, it is better 
to say that the latter prepares the way for the 
boil. I have mimeographed articles on both 
BOILS and’ AUTO-INTOXICATION and will 
be glad to send them to any reader.

When the Dominion of Canada 
was formed in 18667, one of th

J. H, Ogilvie at 
Tuesday's meeting of council 
claimed that if the city was 


forced to continue paying 50 per 
cent of Edmonton’s annual $1,000,- 

000 relief bill, the administration 
would be faced with bankruptcy. 

His plan, he said would force a 
showdown with the federal and 
provincial governments and 
might result in the city being re- 
lieved of at least a good portion 
of the amount it is now paying 
for relief. 

Here are a few opinions on the 
alderman’s plan, which is sched- 
uled to be considered at a future 
meeting of council:
